Jhe Stadtssicharheit* however, did not wish ita mission of information to 
end with the occupation of Tunisia, and one of the main concerns of the service w*s 
to set up a system of information by which it would continue to be kept informed 
from a di starts*.

The radio operators were recruited anong the Tunisian - Mcfctaot or 
Oprerian natives (#n particular Algerian * tir&i Ilsurs » prisoners, but they 
were* pH sliced in the charge, or at least uivier the supervision of a German 
ix-I^gionaixe colled VOGl. The best known recruiters are professor 
ABERRAHKAKE, 55CKERI VsOTSSA, ABDEUUirTD RAMOtfll and BErDJSKA, whose exact, role 
j'Mmi ns to be defined. 

In this come ctlon it is interesting to note that the radio 
ri *>rntors were at first recj^iitod by the a : 7 HEKK* They attended the courses at 
lfu tuelleville and were only lat*r handed ever to th<a 3t*d taaicherheit, and the 
fact tnat the AJBWEHR raver reclaimed them snows that the Geeuapo when desirable, 
could deal flippantly with the ABTCHR. 

AS for the recruiting of informants, enough h;is already been said 
or. this subject for it to be unnecessary *c revert to it at length. Afber 
March, feeling that the occupation of Tunisia could not be maintained much longer, 
BlI&SEKcR, RITTER and their «,colytfes began to unveil; at first ir. indirect t«rms, 
•*u>: later they asked their friends in whom they had the most confidence, frankly 
whetrer they were disposed to continue to furnish information after the departure 
of the Axis troops. . ...Those who werv convinced nnd 'toueni accepted and entered 
into relations with the r^cUo operators charged ic tran«d.t informati >n. in this 
way they became jg n i n ull sa x agents for political information, 

in the other : land mild tary irfirnatlon was to be furirished by each 
one (informant and radio operator). Everybody was to collaborate ... for theO 
victory of Germany *nd the Independence of* Islam countries (in this case recruits

Only the radio operators and crpherwra received any technical 
instruction, since the real agents who only supplied j-o Utica! Information, had 
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had nothing to learn. 



jn comparison with the instruction of the AHWERfl, that of this 
service seens to have bean more important. The courses wars long, the meetings 
frequent and tbf prof Moor was one of those who were to remain in an operational 
capacity, and took hie work to heart*

With regarding to cyphers the proceedure seems to have been 1 ms 
efficient than that of the aBWKHR, eiacfc# contrary to the latter, they were 
based on a ipda* more or less multiple transposition system* 

This fundamental difference between the proceedure of the AFWEHR aid 
that of the Stadta eicherneit leads to believe that the systems are not supplied 
to the Intelligence service by one and the* same organisation* Either, the 
cypher section of the Array has no connection with that of the Gestapo, or the 
intelligence services establish their own system** 

The courses in cyphering ani radio took place at do* 8 Avenue Carnot,

Thera were not 
nor* separate sections, for example on Uay & one and only on* agent waa in charge 
of the B radio aete which remained for the service, and starting fro* VOOL alone, 
the interrogator# were able to trace bank the whole organisation eo easily that 
for a long Mae it was wondered, whether this service had not been left to "amuse" 
the C.K. services, while a wore serious organisation was left to work in peace. 

If the service had not been stopped at the beginning, it would have functioned 
because it had an animator in the person of the German, ex-legionnaire, TOOL* 

Unfortunately for BEISSENER# during the month of March, one of t’* 
Algerian * tirailleur s » who* he had recruited, informed the french police Sear* * - 
/Inspector JOST) of what was being prepared and the organisation was follow

Before living the STADTSSICKERHEIT , it seems necessary to op* 
a special chapter, one which, *3 c* i»cems the AHWEKE wv reduced to very lit 
the chapter on technical, fatkta. (as we have seen , although there ware f* 
technical faults in the Ahwehr, there were on the. other hand faults of a 
psychological nature). 

It seems that tiie officers of the STADTSSICHERilEXT were only 
occasional officers of the ABWEHR. Their work was far frow being as »fiaU.. > 
as that of the AJBKKHR*
